Claims 1, 12, and 15 are allowable because the Prior Art of record fails to show or render 
obvious a band of frequencies divided into contiguous bands of tones; a plurality of OFDM 
symbols, each OFDM symbol having a plurality of tones from a respective contiguous band; 
and a data payload of the plurality of OFDM symbols for communication between the 
transmitter and a receiver, wherein consecutive OFDM symbols use different subsets of tones 
in combinations set forth in the respective claims.
